General Cyrus Bussey, who has 
heen appointed by the President to 
be Assistant Secretary of the In 
terior, was born in Hubbard Tram- 


bull County, Ohio, where his fath. 
er was a Methodist minister. 
Young Bussey began his business 
carcer in Dupant, Indiana, where 
he started on his own account at 
ihe early age of sixteen. In 1858 
he was elected to the Indiana Leg- 
islature as a Democrat and in the 
same year was a delegate to the 
convention beld Baltimore, 
which nominated Stephen A. Doug. 
lass for President. He served with 
great distinction during the war. 
At the outbreak of hostilities he 
was appointed to the command of 
the militia in the south western part 
of lowa with therank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He gained promotion by 
hard service, was mentioned sever- 
al times in dispatcbes for special 
gallantry, was made a Brevet Maj 
or-General of volunteers in 1865, 
and was mustered out later in the 
same year. He then resumed bus. 
iness a8 & commission merebant 
first in St. Louis and aiterwards in 
New Orleans. He was a delegate 
to the ‘Republican convention in 


1868 and was for six years Presi- 


dent of the New Orleans Chamber 
of Commeree, and was chairman of 
that committee which obtained 
from Congress the appropriation 
for extensive jetties aud wharves, 
General Bussey removed to New 
York in 1881, where he engaged in 
business and has since taken a 
prominent part in politics. He was 
very active during last year’s cam- 
paign, when be spoke nearly every 
night.
